address by Dr. Selye, 
assistant proifessor of Bio- 
chemistry, will be the feature of 
the Biological Society , meeting 
this evening at 8 p.m. in Room 
250 in the Biological Building. 
Dr. Selye who is well known 
in the medical field and to the 
public for his experiments with a 
vaccine for the prevention of appen- 
dicitis in animals will speak on 
"Studies in Adaptation". 

The topic will treat extensively 
on the effects on the organs caused 
by the various stimuli of surround- 
ings, the reactions to conditions of 
cold, heat, muscular exercise, and 
the resulting changes due to de- 
fence against outside influences. 
Lantern slides will illustrate the 
various points throughout the tallc, 
and a general discussion will fol- 
low, the students being afforded an 
opportunity to asli questions and 
voice their own opinions. 

This meeting is the thh-d in a 
series arranged by the Biological 
Society for the purpose of attempt- 
ing to solve the problem prevalent 
in science of the specialization of 
the worlter In his own particular 
field. 

It is felt by the executive of the 
society that this over specialization 
in narrow biological topics cannot 
but have a deterious effect on the 
work of biologists in general. To 
quote from the general announce- 
ment of the Society's program for 
the current session "Wliile the 
Biological Society at McGill does 
not pretend "to solve this important 
problem with one devastating blow, 
—it nevertheless feels that it is ful- 
filling a vital function on the 
campus by welcoming the broadest 
student^ and public strata to its 
meetings. The Society wants to 
be a forum of discussion for the 
scientific integration of certain 
biological trends with advanced 
ideas in all other iiclds." ■

Gerti;ude Paist Delivers 
Second Lecture of 
' Series 



History and Rise of Ballad 
in FifteentH Century 
Basis of Talk 



Gertrude Paist, assistant in the 
English Department, will address 
the second meeting of the Lit- 
erature Society at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon, in Room 13 of the Arts 
Building. The subject of Miss 
Paist's talk is "Ballads: what they 
are and how they grew," and she 
will cover the history of the ballad 
from Its rise in the' fifteenth cen- 
tury to its decline in the nine- 
teenth. 

Discussion will range from the 
libelous lampoons and street bal- 
lads satirizing religion and politics 
of an older day to the blood and 
thunder ballads of the Westerners 
and Mountaineers, and the epics of 
the feuding families of Kentucky 
and Tennessee. The talk wiU also 
iUustrate the' lasting quality of the 
ballad as a medium of popular ex- 
pression. 

The topic discussed by the Liter- 
ature Society at their first meeting 
was on "The Gentle Art of Journal- 
ism," and it dealt with the increas- 
ing influence of the journalistic 
style on the modern popular writ- 
ers, and whether or not it was pre- 
ferable to the, older, more purist 
style of writing. 

Professor Newton who has re- 
cently Joined the staff of the Eng- 
lish Department, has been asked 
to speak to the Society at some 
later daté. 



"I^HAT the partiUon of Palestine 
' would not be in the best inter- 
ests of the British Empire was the 
decision reached at the Engineering 
Debate held yesterday afternoon. 

Pep Bourne and Tim Stapletonof 
fourth year successfully uplield the 
negative against the: sophomore 
team, consisUng of Fred Duncan 
and Doug Schoileld. 

Opening the argument for the 
affirmative, Fred Duncan contended 
that as long as the Jews and Arabs 
cannot live in complete harmony, 
the separation would lessen the sus- 
picion that the Arabs have of the 
Jews' intentions. Each race will 
then devote their time to the bet- 
terment of their respective sections 
of Palestine. English financiers 
would then pour money into the 
country and improve the irrigation. 

Pep Bounue, the first speaker of 
the negative, outlined the projected 
division on the blackboard conve^ 
niently. situated behind him. He 
showed how the Jews would be 
confined in a comer that the Arabs 
want and how. the Arabs would be 
given the desert regions which the 
Moslems contend the Jews could 
use to better advantage than they 
could. Moreover, the Arabs would 
get the' power plants and potteries 
now owned by Jews. This, he as 
serted, would give rise to discon 
tent among both peoples and con- 
sequently to more unrest 

The second speaker for the af- 
firmative, Doug Schofield, stated 
that, although the. Arabs would not 
receive the whole of Palestine, they 
would at least have peace and no 
more anxiety as to the future su- 
premacy of the Jew; and each na-, 
tion would forget their bickering. 
Also there will no longer be the 
need for the presence of so many 
officials. Thus the burden on the 
English taxpayer will be relieved 
to some measure. 

Tim Stapleton, speaking for the 
negative, said that the Moslems all 
over Asia Minor are united in their 
support of the Palestinian Arabs; 
and if they were displeased with 
the" British, they could block the 
route to India; and so proved 'that 
the partition of Palestine could 
certainly not be in the best Inter- 
ests of the British Empire. 

Professor C. M. McKergow gave 
a brief description of the faults 
of the speakers. Most of these 
faults are due to awkward postures 
rather than to actual delivery.

jy|OTION tliat a resolution be 
adopted by the Social Prob- 
lems Club in regard to the atti- 
tude of the Board of Censors of 
the Province of Quebec in 
banning the motion picture "The 
Life of Emile Zola" was pro- 
posed by Glyn Owen, president 
of the Literature Club, at the meet- 
ing of the Social Problems Club 
yesterday. The motion which ap- 
pears below was carried almost 
unanimously and will be presented 
to the Board of Censors by a com- 
mittee of five students. A further 
proposal, to the effect that the com- 
mittee be supported by a delegation 
of as many students as would be 
interested hi going along, was made 
by Ken Hill and was also carried. 

Glyn Owen summarized the story 
of "The Life of Emile Zola," em- 
phasizing the fact that notice was 
brought to the banning pf this pict- 
lu-e by the board themselves and 
that under the circumstances the 
public is entitled to be given suffi- 
cient reason for this action or to 
have the ban revoked. The text of 
the resolution .follows: 

Resolution adopted at a meeting 
of the McGill Social Problems Club, 
November 17, 1937. 
To the Board of Censors of 
the Province of Quebec. 

WHEREAS, the Quebec Board of 
Censors have seen fit to prohibit 
the showing of the Warner Brothers 
motion picture production, "The 
Life of Emile Zola," in this pro- 
vince; and 

WHEREAS, no explanation of 
this ban has been offered to the 
public; 

THEREFORE, be it resolved by 
this meeting that the Board of 
Censors should be respectfully re- 
quested to reconsider their decision 
with regard to this picture; or, 
should they decline to do this, that 
they should make public their rea- 
sons for banning the film in this 
province. 

THIS REQUEST is made for tlie 
following reasons: 

1. This picture in question, "The 
Life of Emile Zola," has been ap- 
proVed by other Boards of Censor- 
ship in .Canada, the .United States 
and Great Britain. 
'.2. The majority of reviewers in 
these countries are agreed that this 
picture contains no scenes offen- 
sive to any religious or political 
group hi this province, nor any- 
thing contrary to the, accepted 
standards of morality in all civil- 
ized countries. 

3. This picture is considered by 
critics in the aforesaid countries 
and even in our own city of Mont- 
real, to be of high artistic quality, 
and therefore to be of educational 
value to the people of this prov- 
ince. 

4. Film productions of this qual- 
ity are rare. 

' FURTHER, be it resolved that in 
the opinion of this meeting this 
request is not unreasonable in a 
democratic country.

Meeting Hears Bev. E. H. 

Lewis, on Christianity 
The Rev. H. E. Lewis of the Gar- 
den City Baptist Church and the St. 
Henry Baptist Church addressed 
the Bible Study Group of the Inter- 
Varsity Christian Fellowship yes- 
terday on "The Philosophy of Chris- 
tianity," * 

"Philosophy in this sense," Rev. 
Mr. Lewis pointed out, "is an ade- 
quate system of conduct in life." 
Christianity, he continued, is that 
revelation of truth revealed in the 
Bible. However, the Bible does not 
profess to be a source' of all knowl- 
edge; it is a revelation of God con- 
cerning redemption. ^ The friends of 
the Bible, in confusion, have injur- 
ed it more by praising it as a source- 
book of wisdom, its enemies have, 
by disproving it. 
-Speculative philosophy is often 
aptly named "foolosophy," said Mr. 
Lewis, but the Bible contains all 
essential truths. Christianity has an 
adequate philosophy since it solves 
the three necessary problems of 
Origin, Purpose, and Destiny. These 
are answered in the Bible, which 
teaches faith in God. This faith is 
the title deeds to things not seen, 
and is the basis of life. Rev. Mr. 
Lewis concluded.

DEMOCRACY ASSAILED 



R. U Calder Shows Padlock 
Law Counter to British 
Principles 



«IpHE last insult to, and 
attack on, the^ English 
speaking people of this province, ' 
after having had all other 
privileges of British government, 
taken away from them, is the 
abolition of freedoin of speech," 
declared Mr. R. L. Calder, K.G., 
"The most important political 
problem with which the people of 
Quebec are faced today is that of 
whether they should preserve the 
last thing, the only thing, which is 
left to them of British democracy.'.' 
The speaker went on to say that 
although the right of freedom of 
thought needs no defence, yet 
thought is not free unless it can 
find expression. Popular consulta- 
tion is' the basis of democracy, a 
form of government evolved by the 
luckiest people in the world— the 
English-speaking people. 

This privilege, said Mr. Calder, 
has been won through centuries of 
thought and legislation, besides 
some bloodshed, and if it is to be 
given up by us it must be done by 
a conscious act. The nearest thing 
to such an act is complete submis- 
sion to suppression of democracy 
and, indeed, "there are certain 
people in this province whom no- 
thing pleases sô'mucb^às'màsterfià ' 
inaction." 

History of Eventa. 
Tracing the history of loss of free 
speech in Quebec, the speaker re- 
ferred first to a meeting last year 
at which the Spanish clergyman, 
Sarasola, was to have spoken. At 
this time it was decided by the stu- 
dents of a certain university that it 
was against their best interests to 
hear both sides of the situation in 
Spain. However, "no mob is with- 
out volition, and I assert," said Mr. 
Calder, ''that those students were 
invited, in the belief that they were 
doing a generous and noble thing— 
for which they will be ashamed 20 
years' from no\y— by those who 
may yet be brought to pay for theb: 
actions." 

On the occasion of this meeting, 
rioting, brought on by these stu-. 
dents, resulted in the police being 
sent to prevent Sarasola from 
speaking. Several arrests were 
made, not of the rioters, but of ; 
those whose right of free speech 
was being abused. In a correspond- 
ence with Mr. Savignac, Mr. Calder 
received the following answer to 
his first complaint: "Certain people 
want a meeting, certain others do 
not. What can I do?" Mr. Calder 
replied, "Certain people want to 
exercise a privilege, certaui otheirs'^ 
do not want them to exercise that- 
privilege. Now, what can you do?,|' 
This ended the correspondence; 
PRECEDENT ESTABLISHED, 
According to the speak^^!^ 
event established a precedent. 
Costes came to Montreal to speak 
in support of the French govern-' 
ment and to e:^lain that even 
though the popular French front is 
supposed to be Communistic, actu- 
ally the Commtmist party in France 
is a minority. The same influ- ' 
ences working on thé aforemention- 
ed students sent them down to an- 
other "weak sister," Mr. Raynault,, 
of whom they did not ask,. but re- 
quired, that the meeting be can- 
celled. Mr. Raynault replied thai 
he had no authority to do so, that 
unless there was a riot he could- 
not interfere. The students in 
question practically guaranteed a 
riot and it immediately became 
quite legal for Police Chief Du- 
fresne to order the meeting can- 
celled. The next allegedly commu- 
nistic meeting was one at which. 
Mr. Calder was himself scheduled 
to speak. One of the subjects for 
discussion was to decide whether 
certain people who were subsisting 
on four and a half cents a meal . 
were not. entitled to have this.al-' 
lowance raised to five and a half 
cents. However, "any man who 
doesn't want to starve it a commu- 
nist" and this seditious meeting w^

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Carnegie Library 

J|T seems most unfortunate that such a 
small number of ' undergraduates avail 
themselves of the opportunities for re- 
creational and studious pursuits which are 
afforded them by the Carnegie Library, 
In spite of the fact that the library was 
completely remodeled and. renovated before 
the beginning of the present sèssion and 
that it now has seating accommôdation'for 
fifty, as well as shelf space for many more 
than the four thousand volumes it houses, 
the student patronage has not increased 
sufficiently to merit this consideration by 
the University. 

The Library was founded in 1933 by 
a grant of fifteen thousand dollars given 
over a period of thre^e years by thé 
Carnegie Foundation for the purpose of 
furthering cultural and recreational pur- 
suits among university undergraduates. 
The Foundation has established many such 
collections throughout the United States 
and Canada. Although the Carnegiè grant 
was not renewed, the University has seen 
fit to carry on the Library and over four 
hundred volumes have been added to it 
since last January. 

The Library and reading room, which 
is situated immediately opposite the Dèan's 
J office, is open to all undergraduates in- 
Icluding those of R.V.C. from 10.30 to 12 
noon and from 2.30 to 5 p.m. both for 
circulation and reading purposes. Among 
the books on its shelves can.be found those 
relating to all branches of science, art, 
literature, fiction, drama, travel and almost 
any topic of current interest^ in addition to 
many original and translations of foreign 
works. 

One of the advantages of the library 
is the "Request Book" which is always on 
the librarian's desk and in which students 
are requested to write the titles of any 
books which they would like to have pur- 
chased for the library. These suggestions 
are sent to the purchase committee every 
' three months and many of them are placed 
on the library shelves soon after. In 
order to dejservc the trouble and expense 
necessary to carry out satisfactorily the 
functions of the Carnegie Library in 
supplementing the Redpath with books of 
current interest and value, more use should 
^.bë made of it by the undergraduatès of all 
;|3rears. The value of such a library can 
^' only be rêalized by one who frequents it.

Facility Activity 

ÇOINCIDING with the revival of student 
' interest in athletics and extra-curricular 
activities, a high degree of faculty spirit 
is in evidence this year in comparison with 
^'the last few.yëars. Of necesdty the 
academic structure of a university is 
primarily divided into faculties and schools. 
Students in the various faculties have a 
great deal in common, all bëing members 
^qf the same university, , but the diverse 
mature of the courses and time-tables in 
the majority of faculties render it im- 
possible for studénts of all faculties 'to 
participate in the same activities. This 
results in the idevelopment of separate 
spheres of influence and interest. 

In the past this diversion of interests 
has had the undesirable effect of introduc- 
ing a lack of understanding and 
appreciation between the students of 
different facultiès. Matters have even 
reached a point yrhere students of ono 



faculty would assume a superior attitude 
towards those of another, in short, each 
faculty acts snobbish towards, the other. 
A situation as this is obviously detrimental 
to the best interests of the university at 
large. It can' be remedied and completely 
eliminated by adopting a more tolerant 
attitude and a broader point of view. 

In furthering this end nothing is more 
invaluable than the dissemination of faculty 
news and comment through the medium 
of the "Daily". The Faculty of Engineer- 
ing has set a worthy example by issuing 
two copies of the "Daily",» and have thus 
succeeded in dispensing with most of the 
unjust contempt in which engineering 
students were foolishly held by many 
members of other faculties. The Faculty 
of Commerce has of late contributed a 
column to the feature page, namely, 
"Commerce Coihments". The Macdonald 
College Supplement has become a weekly 
feature. These cannot but result in 
bringing about a better understanding 
between the students in the various 
faculties, and, instead of the expression of 
faculty antagonism, there will be faculty 
co-opecfttion to further the welfare of the 
university. 



Literally Speaking

«J DON'T say that I want to shake off 
the dust of my university from my 
shoes, but I do want to get some of it out 
of my eyes," said Samuel Butler,, author 
of Erewhon and The Way of All Fles\. 
Thé writer whom we intend to discuss in 
this column, Christophèr Moriey, never 
seems to have shaken the dust of his Alma 
Mater from his eyes. He still sèes life 
with the boyish enthusiasm of an under- 
gri^duate; he still cherishes a passion for 
erudition. The weaknesses of human 
character, the drabness of human surround- 
ings, the futility of it all, have not escaped 
him, but unlike his more pessiinistic 
confreres in the modèm world of letters, he 
finds this life more of a comedy than. a 
tragedy. To Moriey, life is all cakes and 
ale. 

He is the most personal and intipaate 
writer of our time. He is always telling 
us about himself, not egotistically but 
whimsically. After all, he says: 

"This is all we ever say, 
Ego, mei, mihi, me." 

In his genial autobiography, John 
Mistletoe, he tells us of his early education 
at the college in Haverford, Pennsylvania, 
his birthplace. His chief extra-curricular 
activity there seems to have been secluding 
himself in a corner of the college libTiary 
for the purpose of devouring the romances 
of Captain Mayne Reed. The "librarian, 
he tells us, used to refer to this corner, as 
Mistletoe's "Mayne Reeding Room." He 
was appointed a Rhodes Scholar, and spent 
idyllic terms at Oxford and arcadian 
vacations in France. Returning to 
America, he became a columnist on the old 
New York Evening Post, and the fruits of 
this congenial task have been collected in 
a little book of essays called The Powder 
of Sympathy. 

In fact, his chief work has been in the 
essay, — ^whimsical yet urbane little pieces 
in which he diffidentiy confesses a 
tremendous admiratiôn for Seventeenth 
Cèntury Lyrics, or tells all about his 
domestic troubles with his wjfe "Titania", 
his French maid, or his dog Gissing. He 
writes with both wit and humour, a rare 
combination. His descriptions, say, of 
raccoon coats or the elèvàted railway, are 
not without philosophical significance. 

Today, his activities are multifarious. 
He has found time to toss off a f èw books 
of light verse, some delightfully sophisti- 
cated short-stories, one-act plays, a novel 
or three, and a book of travel, Hasta la 
Vista, besides editing a department of the 
Saturday Review of Literàture, writing 
criticisms for the Book-of-the-Month Club, 
and making himself poi)ular as one of New 
York's wittiest after-dinner speakers. 

We are chiefly concerned here with his 
novels, which show most clearly the view 
he takes of life ant^ people. In Where the 
Blue Begins he is dealiilg in pure fantasy, 
with a little delicate satire by the way. 
We pass over this little flight of fancy, as 
well as over one or two romantic stories 
of great quaintness but little power 
{Parnassus on Wheeh and The Haunted 
Bookshop), and turn to what is perhaps' 
his finest work, Jïuwiaii 5einff. 

Human Being is a remarkable example 
of artless artistry.- In one of his eariier 
essays Moriey issued a Call to the Author, 
pleading for a "beautiful, rueful, carnal, 
jocund book", which should attempt to 
"catch a human being in the very act of 
being hiunan and set it down without 
chemical preservatives." Despairing of 
finding such a glorious idea realized, he 
finally wrote it himself. The result is the 
life of Richard Roe, a very ordinary person, 
even as you and, I: who works and loves 
and suffe ra ^md|to^^

biiman béings as they really are: their 
heads bloody but unboXved, beaten by life, 
but not without compensation. Moriey 
does not ignore the rotten side of human 
nature, but he does subordinate it to its 
proper place in life. 

A last word about some of our author's 
poems. He is perhaps a little too impulsive 
and uncritical in his admirations: parti- 
cularly in his appreciation of Don Marquis, 
the creator of archie the cockroach. Some 
of Morley's finest verse is marred by 
misguided attempts at epigratn in the 
Marquis manner: such as, 

"One of the penalties 
Of being a human being 
Is 

Other human beings." 

It's pretty and witty, Christopher, but 
is it Art? This amiable weakness, 
however, is not hard to f oisive.

CmCinUt-MEDITERRANEAN NATIONALISM. 
■T^ERRORISM, mob violence, and student riots 
' all indicate a rising tide of political 
nationalism in the countries bordering on the 
Hot Sea, During the past lew weeks press 
reports tell of occurrences which show that 
the peoples oi Palestine, Egypt and French 
Morrocco are becoming conscious of their long 
suppression under foreign rule and are striving 
to establish théb: own independence. 

In,,Palestine, Instead of giving way before 
the military, the terror is growing worse. 
Raids, bombings and street shooting, on the 
increase, show clearly that some^ solution of 
the Holy Land problem must be arrived at 
soon. The Arabs manifest their anti-British 
attitude by attacking the peoples to whom 
Britain has promised away their land. They 
want Palestine, and the whole of Palestine. 
Even if the Jews are removed to somewhere 
else the problem will remain. Britain will 
always refuse to give up this strategic 
Mediterranean position. She might as well face 
the problem now as go to the trouble of 
removing the Jews and then having the whole 
problem to face over again. ' 

The student riots in Egypt are much less 
of a problem for outside powers now. The 
Egyptians are now securing a fair ineasure of 
independence and what they do in 'their own 
country is their own business. A dose of 
mtemal nationalism is good for any country as 
long as it doesn't turn to fanatical militarism.

Morrocco is— how much of this is fomented 
by the Rome-Berlin axis?

Life oL Emile Zola

IITHILE in Toronto some time ago, 
I had the opportunity of see- 
ing the much-discussed Life of 
Emile Zola. Owing to the dispute 
existing at present over that pic- 
ture, I believe that any discussion 
relating to it should consider two 
main facts which are of definitely 
different natures: the picture itself 
and the act of censorship. 

So far as I may venture in the 
wide and controversial field ot 
theatrical criticism, I can say that 
I have found it a most interesting 
picture. The interpretation is ade- 
quate, as would be expected from 
the quality of the actors. The story, 
written by Heinz Herald and Geza 
Herczeg, has a very sensible and 
logicar trend. The impression con- 
veyed by the whole picture is that 
of admiration for a man's perse- 
verance, consequently of admira- 
tion (practically speaking it is pub- 
licity) for Zola and the actors. Un- 
der the circumstances, this admUra- 
tion cannot be replaced by any 
other sentiment. That is to say, 
the story upon which the picture is 
based and the way . In which it has 
been directed unmistakably lead up 
to thds sentiment of admiration. 
This psychological direction, which 
Is common to the theatre, leads 
the audience's mind along a narrow 
path of sentbnent without enough 
margin to allow genuine personal 
reaction; hence, the almost unanim- 
ous sentiment of the audience. 

The story is similar to the ro- 
mantic themes of the so-called 
"good romances" as they were 
around the end of the Victorian 
era about the time the story takes 
place: the long struggle of vurtue 
against an evil fate, and its even- 
tual survival and gratification. The 
main theme is Zola's life. Parallel 
and closely linked to it, is the fa- 
mous Dreyfus affair. Zola is 
shôwn as a young man' living a sor- 
did life, the unfortunate circum- 
stanceswhich much affected his writ- 
ings, and goes right along with 
the Dickensian spirit. When Zola's 
writings become famous, he is pro- 
posed as candidate to the Académie 
Française; that, he considers as the 
climax of his career, and he is 
ready to retire while in all his 
glory. 



Then comes the Dreyfus case: the 
French War Office finds out a 
ieeble lead to the traitor who sells 
secret army plans to a foreign 
country. The . discovery of the 
criminal is made through deduc- 
tions from very weak clues; Drey- 
fus is more or less "selected" as 
being the criminal. This accusation 
we know to be false, as the real 
traitor is shown in the preceding 
scenes. Dreyfus is court-martlalled, 
degraded, and throwh into prison 
where his wife, Lucie, comes to 
express her faith in him and her 
eagerness to fight for his freedom. 
Soon Dreyfus is , transferred to 
Devil's Island near French Guiana. 
Meanwhile, his wife consecrates 
herself to his defence, and eventu- 
ally turns to Zola as the only man 
who can do anything to save her 
husband. Zola takes a long time 
before giving his consent and he 
is pushed along by- his friend, 
Anatole France, . who believes in 
Dreyfus' innocence. Finally, with 
the proofs given him by Lucie 
Dreyfus, Zola writes a book in 
which he accuses the War Office 
of prevenUng the revelation of a 
scandal. This accusation stirs up 
public opinion, which is cleverly 
turned against him by the War 
Office. A trial ensues in which 
Zola's lawyer, Maitre Labori, is 
deliberately not allowed^to put up 
a strong defence; hence, the 
triumph of the War Office and 
Zola's self-expatriation to England 
from where he continues to fight 
Meanwhile, his old friend Clemen- 
ceau, "le Tigre," becomes minister 
of War,, and his authority added to 
Lucie Dreyfus' constant struggle re- 
sult in an ^vestlgation which leads 
to the re-opening of the Dreyfus 
case, the forced resignation of the 
guilty officers and in the freeing 
of Dreyfus' honour from any 'stain. 
Dreyfus is brought back to France 
and is greeted as a hero; at the 
same time, Zola comes back to 
Paris. The War Office orders an 
official re-establishment of Dreyfus 
to his former post and decorations, 
and also offers him a higher position 
in the army and the Croix d'Hon- 
neur. It is durbig this public mili- 
tary ceremony to celebrate the 
triumph of justice that the news 
comes that Zola has died. The 
picture ends somewhat sadly on the 
scene of Zola's obsequies, the fun' 
eral oration by Anatole France and 
the presence of the ever-grateful 
Dreyfus couple. 

That is a very short synopsis .of 
a fine picture; the word fine is, I 
think, sufficient to express my 
opinion of it.

CHOWING promise of better 
things wiien they hit their 
stride, Hughie Farquharson's 
band of Redmen dropped their 
local opening-game to Royals, 
5-2, in the nightcap at the 
Forum last night. Starting the 
game hesitantly, the McGill 
t€am gradually wanned to its task 
and showed considerable ability to 
give and take toward the end of the 
game. Jn thç first game of the 
doubleheader. Quebec Aces showed 
their defensive prowess to bold off 
a hard-fighting Victoria team by 
the score of 2-1. This game was 
interspersed with several scuffles, 
making it a lively affair. 

RED TEAM SCORES 

Pidcock and McConnell scored the 
Eed team's goals early in the third 
period with assistance from Dicki 
son and Crutchfield respectively. 
Timmy Dunn started to hand out 
stiff body-checks in the last session 
to the satisfaction of the three 
thousand onlookers who started to 
chorus "Hit him, hit him" whenever 
a Royal player started toward the 
McGill goal. Both McGill's forward 
units showed plenty of light, and, 
' with a little more polishing of plays, 
will be definite scoring threats. The 
drawing of first blood of the season 
last night by scoring a pair should 
help them on the road to the neces 
sary confidence. . Tennant made 
many brilliant saves in the nets 
with no mistakes throughout 

Ian Craig played with Crutchfield 
and McConnell on one line, doing 
some uselul work. However, his 
short period of conditioning showed 
early. As he rounds into shape the 
line will have sufficient scoring 
punch. Russ McConnell showed lit 
tie effects of an ailing knee. The 
defence trio, _Kenny, J^almer, and 
Dunn, were somewhat disorganized 
in spots, but this seemed chiefly due. 
to lack of confidence. All three 
men are big, and as they become 
sure of themselves, they will pre 
sent a stiff bulwark, Dunn showed 
ability to hand out roUsing body 
checks— even to such bruiser^ as 
Pète Jotkus. 



SLOW START. 

Play opened slowly with Crutch- 
field starting at centre, flanked by 
Craig and Walker who started in- 
stead of McConnell. The powerful 
trio of Buddy O'Connor, Trueman 
Donnelly and Ken Murray carried 
the play, but did not threaten for 
the first few minufes. Tennant was 
called on to make several saves, but 
was not tested very seriously. Jot- 
kus and Murray bothered Dave 
wilh a number of close-in shots, 
but Tennant stopped them nicely. 
McGill was unable to carry any of 
the play, and a penalty to Timmy 
Dunn for an accidental trip paved 
the way for Royals' first goal after 
eight minutes of play.

also cancelled by the civic author- 
ities. 

Upon, further inquiry Mr. Calder 
Elates that he ascertained that it 
was impossible io obtain assurance 
in advance that any given public 
meeting would not likewise be 
broken up. The City Hall might give 
permission for a meeting to be held, 
accept a cheque for the use of the 
hali, and two days or two hours 
before the meeting was to be held 
return the cheque with the advice 
that they had decided it was best 
for the meeting to be cancelled. In 
other words, "no person is certain 
pf the possibility of exercising his 
right to speak in the city of Mont' 
real, no matter what his theory, be- 
cause somewhere in Mr. Raynault's 
breast is a definition of communism 
whose limits he will not divulge, 
but may apply at his will." 

Padlock Law Bead. 

At this point Mr. Calder asked 
permission of his audience to read 
to them the text of the Padlock 
Law recently passed by the Du- 
plessis government. This was en- 
thusiastically granted him and he 
inrent on, to quote the much-talked 
of document which is "as funny as 
any Groucho Marx scene." This 
bill, directed against communism 
begins by defining at some length 
the terms to be used in it. Definl- 
itibns of the words "house," "per- 
Bon," and "owner" brought many 
laughs from the group, but no de- 
finition of the term "communism" 
.was given. 

e speaker quoted and explain- 
ed items of the law among -wiiich 
yas the case of a landlord renting 
ïin empty grocery store for the pur- 
pose of a meeting without being 
iawarj^ that those who were at the 
Bieeting would be "committing 
Communism."' "Who knows when 
they are committing Communism? 
Only the attorney-general who has 
the authority to decide. His deci- 
sion is based on proof supplied by 
any sneak or liar with a vivid 
enough imagination, who^can go up 
the back stairs. The attorney-gen- 
eral's office thus becomes a sort of 
confessional." If the landlord is 
found to have allowed anyone to 
conunit Communism on his pre- 
mises the building may be pad- 
locked by the police for a period 
not exceeding one year, during 
which time the shop cannot be used 
for, any purposes whatsoever, even 
selling sardines. 

ABUSES OF LAW. 

"The law can be proven to be 
anti-British ^In several respects. 
First, in any process of law there 
must be a private accuser who will 
take responsibility for the charges. 
In this, case the accuser may be any 
anonymous sneak. Second, the 
.charge must be explained in de- 
tail to the accused and a chance 
given him to defend hhnself.' The 
Padlock Law makes no mention of 
this. He has no opportunity for 
defending himself whatever, but is 
convicted by a decree which, like 
iJtijij^old French lettres de cachet' 
raSI^Sçlai' 'It is our pleasure. . . . 
'°!'(The abuses which the law in 
troduces are three: confiscation of 
properly without trial; punishment 
of the individual without trial; en- 
couragement of treachery." Mr. 
; Calder cited the two classical cases, 
(Athens and Venice, both great gov 
emments which might have de^ 
yeloped the scope of a British em^ 
pire, but which fell under the in^ 
Cuences of treachery and fear. 

EDUCATION FASCISTIC. 

- However, continued the speaker, 
tiiese measures do not have the ap- 
proval of the mass of . French Can- 
■ adlans. I know the French Can- 
adians well. They have only one 
fault-;inertia. Unfortunately, when 
M. le Cure tells the habitant, for 
example thât communism is a bad 
thing, then the habitant shrugs his 
shoulders, says "I guess it is so" and 
acts accordingly. As for the so 
called "bourgeoisie" they are defin 
itely more alert against such action

"As for the English speaking 
' citizens of this province, the natural 
guardians of free speech who 
brought' democracy with them from 
England and Ireland, from Scotland 
and Wales, they have completely 
failed their trust Now, when it 
is most incumbent on them to stand 
up for their rights and defend the 
. privileges which they and their 
ancestors have so hardly won, they 
- are completely apathetic and suffer 
in an even greater degree from that 
inertia which is the one fault of 
their French speaking fellow- 
countrymen.

1 read with ai deep feeling of 
disgust an article entitled "Com- 
merce a Candid Criticism" which 
appeared in your newspaper on 
November 1st last 

It is quite true that McGill enjoys 
a world wide reputation based on 
the calibre of its graduates. It is 
true that the Sçhdol of Commerce 
enjoys some of the privileges of 
the Faculty of Arts, but it is false 
anduntrue to fact to assert that the 
School of Commierce has been a 
drag on McGiil's reputation. 

On a conttoent devoted to (the 
pursuit of Commerce, the McGill 
School of Commerce has proved it- 
self to many spheres. If it Is yet 
like most of similar institutions, 
only a candidate to perfection, its 
imderlying prtociples appear fully 
trustworthy. The choice of its per- 
sonnel! is a matter pertatalng to 
a Directory CommitteeAand not 
to a student It is'Thuf^at since 
the opening of the School of Com- 
merce, the Committee has dkected 
the desire to have a personnel well 
versed to teachmg financial science 
whose solution would mterest more 
particularly the Commerce under- 
graduate who was to be instructed 
how to fight successfully the 
various commercial pertubations as 
distastrous a* unforeseen. 
The. totellectual and educational

equipment furnished by the teach- 
mg staff of the School of Com- 
merce is arranged so as to aid 
material progress. Anyone can 
readily understand the necessity for 
an undergraduate designed to be- 
come a leader, to toitiate himseU 
before taktag command, to the fin- 
ancial prtociples taught him by a 
personnel whose experienée enables' 
him to give such a judicious care 
to raise an undergraduate to a 
sound leadership. Up to the present 
time, professors of the School of 
Commerce have based upon pre- 
elaborated programs given a train- 
ing which has not rematoed purely 
verbal.

Dear Sir, — Last Wednesday a 
letter was published in the Daily 
in connection with the barring of 
the fihn The Life of' Emile Zola. 
The author believes that the Daily 
has not been obvious enough' in cbh- 
ferrlng to the board of censors - the 
explicit qualification of . being 
stupid. - •■• 

Although I do agree with . the 
author on the general. Issue, . I wish 
to disagree with him on a technical 
point It is true that Zola's novels 
are condemned by the Index Law 
of the Roman Catholic Church, but 
this does not imply the suppression 
to Quebec of pictures based on such 
books. As, for instance, the show- 
ing a few years ago In all theatres 
of the Pfovtoce of Quebec of Zola's 
famous Nana, depicting the "Femme 
de Plaisir" and starring beautiful 
Anna Sten. ■ There are hundreds of 
other cases. 

As for the Life of Emile Zola 
itself, it is not based on a book 
barred by the Index Law, As a 
matter of fact the story 'Is taken 
from several different sources. One 
of the first British talking pictures 
(not 100 per cent talking) shown in 
Montreal was entitled L'Affaire 
Drèyfus, and the story was much the 
same as that contained In the Am- 
erican vêrsîon. The British picture 
was more of a historical document 
and less attention was given to the 
artistic and melodramatic sides. But 
the climax was the same— "J'AC- 
CUSE"— by a. man whose passions 
at that period of his life was truth 
and justice.

TESTS IN COAL BIN 
She has been connected wilK 
brain testing (or, more technically, 
electro-encephalogram work) for 
more tha^ three years at the Med- 
ical School.
